1. The request of the Ballistic Research Laboratory, Aberdeen, 
has been suggested informally a number of tines previously. Dis- 
semination of the Periodical Abstracts without classification would 
involve numerous considerations not followed in the present publica- 
tion. These would Include: 

a. Removal of CIA Identification. 

u. A vast increase in the number of copies required 
through the CIA reproduction facilities , 


c. A commensurate increase in the demands on CIA 
dissemination . 


d. The removal of CIA identification would result in the 
question being raised by the recipient of the abstracts con- 
cerning the identity of those responsible for the preparation 
of the abstracts. 


2. The FDD Periodical Abstracts were conceived and have been 
continued as a selective compilation for exclusive use by the intelli- 
gence agencies and their related components. 


3- The FDD Periodical Abstracts are prepared under require- 
ments of the IAC. Because of these requirements any change in the 
method of production or dissemination would he subject to the con- 
currence of the interested IAC members. 


4 . The publication of the Periodical Abstracts, being of 
interest to the entire IAC, will be proposed as a natter for the 
agenda of the Advisory Committee on Foreign Publications, imple- 
menting the provisions of HECXD Mo. 1 6.

SUBJECT: Declassification of Foreign Documents Periodical Abstracts 


1 . The following request has been received from the Ballistic 
Research Laboratory, Aberdeen Proving Ground, Maryland, regarding the 
declassification of the Foreign Documents Periodical Abstracts: 

a. "The 2 6 January 1953 issue is devoted to abstracts of 
articles appearing in several Russian Periodicals. These abstracts are 
of considerable value to these laboratories if they can be disseminated 
to approximately one hundred scientists who are working in these fields. 
However, the bound edition of the abstracts is classified SECRET which 
prevents such dissemination and makes the abstracts of relatively little 
value . " 


b. "It is recommended that steps be taken to have the Period- 
ical Abstracts appear unclassified. It may have been the intention of 
the Central Intelligence Agency to have the abstract cards, when cut up, 
bear no classification since cutting them up along the prescribed lines 
will remove the classification mark placed at the top and bottom of the 
page. However, since the index of the abstracts is useful, it would be 
desirable to have the entire series appear unclassified so that the 
bound document could be circulated to interested personnel."
